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It rejoices me exceedingly to be 
told that Mr. Howard was misquot- 
ed. I think I said, I couldn't under- 
stand Mr. Howard's sayings touch- 
ing on and appertaining to the sin- 
carity of the oralists, unless it was 
that he had an axe to grind. I 
knew he knew better than to say 
what was alleged he had said in the 
Silent Worker. I am glad he turn- 
ed on the light and denied ever hav- 
ing said anything of the sort. I ac- 
cept his disclaimer and the incident 
is closed as far as I am concerned. 

Mr, Howard has done yeoman's 
service in behalf of the deaf and I 
feel I voice the unanimous senti- 
ment of my class when I say they 
have every confidence in him. I 
harbor no resentment for what he 
has been pleased to say regarding 
me. I am well aware the provoca- 
tion I gave him was great and that 
my failings and shortcomings are 
very exasperatiug. My friends will 
always have to bear with me for 
what the oral method has made of 
me. Now — let it be understood 
right here : I am not fighting any 
honest person, be he deaf or other- 
wise, nor objecting te the position 
of any deaf person who prefers oral- 
ism: I can understand why many of 
the deaf find oralism entirely satis- 
factory. But I believe this is a 
matter in which axtended experi- 
ence and observation must be the 
judge — absolurely. u All roads 
lead to Rome " and all fair minded 
investigation of the systems for 
teaching the deaf leads to the com- 
bined method. 

The method appeals to a constant- 
ly increasing number for the best 
reasons in the world, and some of 
these reasons I have in previous 
papers 1* It is very easy 

to say smart things, and their truth 
depends often on the point of view. 
I may say just as easily and truth- 
fully that there is not, never has 
been and never will be a Pure Ora- 
;eally fit to teach the deaf. 
Brothers, I am telling the truth 
as I see it ; I am for the deaf every 
time when they are in the right, 
when injustice and discrimination 
are shown them and I want their 
counsel, their criticsms and their 
support. 

To Mr. Howard, 1 extend my 
sincere congraulations upon his se- 
lection as Chairman of the Law Com- 
mittee of the N. A. D., and wish 
him every success and assurance of 
my loyal support and assistance.

The daily moving picture audi- 
ence is about 5,000,000 people. 

A picture costs all the way from 
a few hundred to $50,000 to pro- 
duce. 

The average picture is 600 to 
1000 feet long and takes 15 to 20 
minutes to see. 

Films are sold by the manufactur- 
er to film exchanges, and then leas- 
ed by the film exchanges to the ex- 
hibitors. 

There are about 20,000 moving 
picture theaters In the United States 
alone. 

The salary of the moving picture 
actor ranges all the way from a few 
dollars a week fora M supe " to $10,- 
000 a year for a star.

Every hoy and girl in the United 
States is famiiar with the appear- 
and taste of a stick of licorice. 
(be black licorice comes 
from Spain, where it is made from 

jiikm; of the licorice plant, UJ1X- 
vith starch to prevent it f < 
melting in hot weather. 

The licorice plant grows for the 
most part on the hanks of the Ti- 
gris and Euphrates Rivers, which 
flow through immence treeless 
prairies of uncultivated land. The 
climate of these plaips is variable. 
Half the year it is mild and 
pleasant, hut for three months it is 
very cold, and three months in 
summer hot winds sweep across the 
OOUntry, raising the temperature to 
104 de df we«*ks at a time. 

The licorice plant is a shrub 
about three feet high, which grows 
without cultivation in situation* 
where its roots can reach the water. 
The usual time for collecting is 
but roots are dug all 
r round. At first the root 
is full of water, and must be al- 
lowed to dry, a process which taken 
i \y a year. The good and

ago. — Ex.
